BULL FIGHTING AS 


SEEN IN FRANCE 


SICKENING 
SPECTACLE 
AT 


BOULOGNE, 


Gazette Correspondent Has His Curi- 


osity More Than Satisfied— Brutal 
Exhibition Which. Resulted In the 
Killing of Blindfolded Horses — Audi- 
ence /Numbered Several 
Thousand. 


Glasgow, Sept. 11 — Prior to my de- 


parture from France I made an excur. 
eion trip to the city of: Boulogne and 
there witnessed a spectacle that I will 
admit is not to one's credit for seeing. 
It was a thrilling. Spanish bull fight 
given on French soil. For the past five 
weeks there has been much doubt in my 
mind as tof whether or not • my member- 
ship in the Janesville Y. M. C. A. would 


. 
hold good in case Secretary Kline was 
once informed that one of his boys oc- 
cupied a front seat at such a brutal ex- 
hibition, but now, by making a full con- 
fession, I Jdope to be forgiven. The 
spectacle 'was so full of interest and so 
brutal that I could not help but write 
about 'alii I witnessed and heard on that 
sunny August 
afternoon. 'For five 


•weeks prior to the fight the affair was 


'•' 
widely advertised in Paris ar.d the sur- 
rounding country. 
Cheap excursion 


rates were given and for 'three dollars I 


? made the rour.d trip which covered a 


total of about four hundred miles. At 
6 o'clock in the morning I left Paris and 
at noon I was in the city 'of Boulogne 
which to me looked like a place about 
twice the size of Janesville. The town 
was already filled with -people and each 
incoming train and boat brought hun- 
dreds of excursionists whose only object 
•was to , see th,e fight. The business 
houses and raany of the private homes 


. 
.were gaily decorated for' the occasion. 
At one o'clock. the crowd -commenced'- to 
move towards the. place ., of amusement 


- which is known as the Place de Capecure

.' "Vehicles. . of all. kinds were used as 
means of transportation _for the reason 
that the : slow -going .horse streetcars 
were unable to accommodate the people. 
On my arrival at the Place de Capecura 
.King, I fouad an immense crowd in front 
of the one ticket office and for half an 
Juour I stood in line before I could pur- 
chase my ticket. Numerous French 
policemen were on the scene to keep or- 
der. For two dollars I was enabled to 
secure an excellent seat three rows from 
the front and within ten feet of where 
the bulls entered the arena. 


The building .was constructed of 


wood in the shape of a huge circle with 
no roofing except where 
were con- 


structed the seats. Its seating capacity 
was estimated at ten thousand and not a 
vacant seat was; to be seen. 
The arena 


was about seventy-five feet north and 
south and about the same distance east 
and west. The people that were seated 
about roe were well worth studying. 
The greater - portion 
> were Frenchmen 


.- who wore bright colored neckties for 


the' occasion. Women were numerous 
and not a few of them smoked cigarettes 
throughout the entire '•entertainment." 
A band, seated in the reserved seat sec- 
tion, played Spanish airs until 2 o'clock 
.arrived.. Then the audience yelled and 
whistled. for the show to commence. 


At 2:15 o'clock all was quiet; a man 


entered the center of the ring' with cow- 
boy hat in hand and attired in a suit 
that consisted of short plush coat and 
breeches 
• gayly decorated with brass 


buttons. '. He addressed •• the audience in 
French, giving. an outline of • the 'pro- 
gram and warning all. that order must 
be kept at all times. The- bandmaster 
was then warned . that .no., more, music 
was needed, .and. in less 'than , a minute 
the show was on..

From a:small entrame near the ring 
e^ there first entered four bull fight 


era afoot, and four who rode good sized 
ponies; each one of '.which, was blind- 
folded. These animals looked as though 
they were half starved and ' barely able 
to carry .their .riders -about the ring 
These bull fighters,: or matadors as they 
are called in Spain, were 'gorgeously at 
tired in plush suits,' with long, flowing 
/obes, and as they circles about the ring 
they bowed to the crowd,who applauded 
everj time^they smiled. Than they took 
up their places "in the center of the ring, 
and the people were half blind with the 
fever of excitement.

At a given signal the first of six bulls 


thundered into the ring, coming from a 
small building separated from the ring 
side 
by, 
a .strong wooden door, 


which was . instantly 
closed. 
This 


bull was a two year old and was as 
black as coal. He had -a grand pair of 
horns that wer,e brightly polished foi 
the occasion. As he entered the arena 


le came to a sudden halt, and then' 
juieker than a flash made for the fight 
rs charging the nearest who swung 
iside without much trouble.

he fighters on foot swung their bright 
ed colored cloths in front of the now 
nraged animal every time he would 
make a rush at the nearest man. Each' 
ime the bull would follow the moving 
flap of the cloth and pay little attention 
o the man, Two lances that had been 
ihrust into iis neck before he entered 
,he ring were now causing him intense 
)ain. The fighters then 
commenced, 


ising their spears and as the bull 
would take after .one of them another 
would come up from behind and lance 
,he enraged brute. Then matters com- 
menced to pet real interesting and the 
>ull charged in the most furious manner 
and the fighters were kept busy jujnping. 
;he barriers, to places of safety instead 
of harassing with their-red cloaks. The 
aiJimal had been enraged further by 
several open thrusts, and in' desperation 
followed up one of the horsemen, refus- 
ng to have its attention distracted by 
;he 
fighters.; 


The horse attempted to jump the 


carrier, but failed, and the bull catching 
"t beneath, disemboweled it. 


The brute then made" for another 


aorseman which resulted in both horse 
•ind rider rolling over and over. The 
Dull rushed at the prostrate man'with 
ts head down, but missed the mark, its 
lore feet falling on the man's chest. . It 
then turned its attention • .to the tremb- 
ing horse which it gored badly in the 
neck so'that it had to be taken from the 
ring and killed.

After further tormenting the . bull 


with-their darts,the toreadors came in to 
finish their ghastly .work. This man 
endeavored to make. the. now half dead 
animal charge by cruelly picking it on 
the nose and head with the point of his 
sword; but the bull had' not the strength 
left. -'Finally it 'dropped to its knees 
and was dispatched with a dagger amid 
considerable hooting and hissing from 
t h e audience.

The horrible sight evidently unarved 


many of the audience, who commenced 
to leave. Just what became, of the other 
five bulls I am not able to tell as I was 
among those who . left.' I had all the 
bull fighting that I wanted and' my cu- 
riosity was more than satisfied.

/To partake of supper that evening or 


even breakfast the next morning waa 
simply out of .the question. • ' • . . . 


In Boulogne the general opinion is 


that these bull fights are the reverse of 
popular, and they are scarcely likely to 
continue another season..
